Be Desirous of Locating Permanently in 
America—Attractions of the Coming 
Week—Music: the German Opera and 
the Patronage It Has Had—Suacecess of the 
Boston Ideais. 

Much bas been printed and more bas been 
talked concerning the wondertul success of 
German opera in New York this season and 
last. From the great American standpoint of 
financial and social eminence there has been 6 
success which is in point of fact remarkable. 
No one could have foreseen three years ago 
that in a single season the fashionable public 
of New York would have transformed its 
musical taste from Italiar to German, and 
in one mighty swing of the pendulum pass 
from continual reiteration of Lues and 
“Sonnambula” to “The Meistersingers,” 
“The Valkyrie,” and Die GOtteraimmerung.” 
Yet it we are to believe Conductor Seidl. Seo- 
retary Stanton of the Metropolitan, and many 
others who bave delivered themselves upon 
the subject, this is precisely bas taken 
place. To a musician this ication of 
the “five loaves and two smail 
fishes” of Italian opera into the muiti- 
tuae-filling volume of Wagoer’s music-drame 
beats the Galilean miracie out of sight. Two 
or three roots there are, indeed, through which 
such a Sonah’s gourd of art might derive a fair 
amount of sustenance. There bas been the 
distinctly German taste diligently educated by 
Theodore Thomas for twenty years. Mr.

Moreover, the Wagnerian musto-drama is un. 
mistakably the expression of an intense, vital 
force, which every bearer is obliged to recog- 
nize; those who dislike him recognizing it per- 
heaps the most completely of any. Neverthe- 
less, when ail allowances of this kind have been 
made, the alleged result still remains 
without an adequate cause. By what miracie 
bee the world of fashion and luxury become 
transformed into a rapt assembly of devotees, 
moping in darkness during endless stretches of 
sermonizing by Rienzi, Lohengrin, Tannhaue- 
ser, and Wotan? Such a thing is impogsible in 
Fashion and luxury 
represent the love of ease and of sensuous 
beauty and a disiike of bard work. Hence a 
student at this distance from the scene of the 
alleged miracle is obliged to ask bimeelf first of 
ali what evidence there is that of this 
sort has taken piace. 

Immediately, when he does this, he is con- 
fronted by the fact that the great popular suc- 
cesses at the Metropolitan Opera-House this 
winter have been the 3 of — 
repertory.

“The Queen of Sheba” of Goldmark is 
gorgeous as a spectacie, but the musical worid 
bas yet to learn that it possesses any especial 
significance of an advanced musical kind. The 
New York Times places the financial drawing 
power of the operas as follows: The largest 
audiences were attracted by “The Queen of 
Sheba,” the second representation of which 
drew $4,119.15 into the treasury. Estimatmg 
Saturdays house, it is safe to assert that 
upward of 40,000 persons will have witnessed 
Goldmark’s masterpiece. “Rienzi” comes 
next in point ot popularity. the largest receipts 
for one performance bemg $4,039. Twenty 
thousand spectators have listened to this opera, 
and about 19,000 have bebeid ** Die Meister- 
singer.” When the season ends 130,000 per- 
sons will bave visited the Metropolitan, and 
the receipts of the fifty-two New York per- 
formances will aggregate about $170,000. “ Car- 
men and “Lobengrin” summoned the small- 
est audiences of the winter. 

At the American Opera the testimony is of 
similar tenor. Glucks “Orpheus” was made 
a sugeess not so much by Mme. Hastreiter’s 
magnetic personality and glorious, voice as by 
gorgeous scenery and a large and elaborate 
ballet.

ONE LESSON OF THE EXPRESS ROB- 
BERT. 

The mysterious features of the express 
robbery, the sympathy excited by the fate of. 
Kellogg Nichols, and the feeling of admira- 
tion for the supposed brave struggle waged 
by the messenger against his murderere 
should not obscure one lesson of the thagedy 
which deserves to be pressed on the attention 
of every expressman, conductor, engineer, 
brakeman, switchman, or other person en- 
gaged in railroad employment. Later de- 
velopments appear to make it plain that Kel- 
logg Nichols lost his life while failing to ob- 
serve strictly the rules and regulations of the 
company. It is clear almost to a demopstra- 
tion that if he had obeyed these rules to the 
letter there could have been no robbery, no 
murder. Habit rendered him somewhat 
careless and lulled him into a sense of false 
security that finally cost him his life, Doubt- 
less thousands of other men engaged in the 
service of railroad or express companies are 
often tempted to vary from their orders, but 
the tragic ending of Nichols’ life should 
teach them that they must often do so at the 
risk of deadly peril, And the danger may 
come when least expected. 

It seems to be an invariable rule with ex- 
press companies that when the cars are mov- 
ing the end doors must be secured not only 
with locks but with bars and chains provided 
for that purpose. Neither of these safeguards 
was used by Nichols the nicht of the mur- 
der, but the robbers apparently had unob- 
structed access to his car. If the doors had 
been secured in the manner required by the 
rules (which are imperative in terms snd ad- 


i 
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possible for the robbers to enter the car, ¢p 
at least to have dope so without ging the 
messenger ample opportunity b stop the 
train and start an alarm; hut the unused 
chain and bar foung-Nanging out of place 
after the murder giowed how the brave and 
honest but gartiess expressman left himself 
expo to attack by the robbers. Like many 


Nichols had become careless through long 
habit, and neglected even the precautions 
necessary for his own safety. It is believed 
that his custom in this respect was known to 
the robbers and encouraged them to attempt 
the robbery of his car, Certainly they could 
have had little inducement to attack a car 
bolted and barred in accordance with the 
rules of the express company, and it is high- 
ly probable that the brave messenger’s care- 
lesness invited the assault which he was 
powerless to repel. 

Expressmen, and more particularly the em- 
pleyés of railroad companies, should take 
warning from the fate of Kellogg Nichols. 
The ruies and regulations governing men in 
such employments are the fruit of long ex- 
perience, and the only safety is in implicit 
obedience to orders. Conductors, engineers, 
brakemen, and switchmen may think it un- 
necessary at times to observe the rules strict- 
ly, and yet at the moment they deem them- 
selves most secure they may sacrifice the 
lives of others or risk their own by a alight 
neglect of orders. In dangerous occupations 
safety can be found only in rigid discipline 
wid a strict observance of the rules and regu- 
lations at all times. It is not pleasant to 
draw this lesson from the tragic death of 
Kellogg Nichols, but it is one that should be 
forced on the attention of all railroad em- 
ployés.

That it should not 
have drawn larger houses is somewhat re- 
markable in these days of the Wagner mania. 
N certainly appealed to the public with 
great force. The pronounced Wagnerites, 
who pin their faith on the works of his later 
school, such as those in the Nibelungen 
eyelus, ought to have been induced by euri- 
osity alone to have seen the first important 
work from his pen, which he himself dis- 
carded because it was in the Italian style, to 
the extent ot havigg arias, or tunes,” as 
the multitude term them, duets, trios, chor- 
uses, and all the conventional divisions of 
the Italian opera. Those who do not like 
the Wagner operas because they have no 
tunes certainly ought to have gone to see the 
one which does, and those who delight in 
spectacle, glittermg display, and rich and 
brilliant instrumentation of the Meyer- 
beerish sort would have been equally 
satinfied, for “Rienzi” certainly ap-

JUMPING ELZCTRICITY. 

Our columns of yesterday containéd a re- 
port of an excursion over the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Railroad last Friday. A 
couple of hundred railway, telegraph, and 
newspaper men assembled to witness a prac- 
tical test of the latest invention with which 
thé nameof Edison is prominently associated. 
They were treated to a wonderful exhibition 
of power over the forces of nature obtained 
by the knowledge that comes from experi- 
mental study when rightly applied. The 
electric current was made to jump back and 
forth between the telegraph wires by the 
roadside and the roof of the car, a 
distance varying from twenty-five to 100 feet 
each way, and carried with it messages 
through the intrenchant air” to and from 
stations on the line. In the baggage-car sat 
an operator with a couple of receiving-cups 
buckled to his ears, and on a little table be- 
fore him an ordinary Morse dispatching key. 
The metal roofs of the cars were charged 
with electricity by means of a simple electro- 
magnet, the wires ran thence to the operator, 
and from him to a copper ring aroy done of 
the car-wheels, This gu- connection with 
the iron rails, ad they in turn were con- 
nected withthe wires on the roadside by 
means dt a ground wire at an ſatermedlate 
Station. That tendency to induction 
(leakage of the lightning), wh‘ch so often in- 
terferes with the practical teleg™pher at his 
work, did the rest. That it did so was amply 
‘proved by the effective sending of some 200 
messages during the journey. 

One of these messages was the first train 
order ever sent to a running train. It read: 
‘* Pass No. 18 at Oakwood and run to Minerva 
regardless of No. 10.” These few words are 
probably the precursors of an infinit series 
which will revolutionize the business of train- 
dispatching, as all orders hitherto sent them 
by wire could only be received at stations and 
in case of intermediate stoppage. It is highly 
probable that the additional facility and 
security which this method of commuaica- 
tion affords will cause it ta come into general 
use for the regulation of traffic on our lines 
of railroad, in spite of the increased expense 
which it may be thought to entail. It 
is open to question, however, if this 
greater cost will not be more than 
compensated by the introduction of a new 
order of business on our moving trains, 
among which may be the communication of 
the news of the day to passengers in transit, 
with the changes in market quotations at the 
principal trading centres. ‘The man interest- 
ed in tae course of business could receive in- 
forma aon and transmit orders while en route, 
in tiv) same way that he now utilizes the 
telephone and the telegraph wire while sta- 
tionary of the line of communica- 
tion. This” Would actually place the mer- 
chant, the doctor, the lawyer, and all other 
classes of persons whose advice or direction 
is needed in more ready communication with 
the world than that which most of them en- 
joy at their homes, and equal to that which 
they command at their offices or stores. Not 
the least wonderful feature of the innovation 
is found in the fact that this method of tele- 
graphing does not interfere with the ordina- 
ry use of the wires. They can be utilized to 
the same extent as now, unhampered by the 
passage over them of the mysterious messages 
which at the word of command leap through 
mid-air to carry news of weal or wo to un- 
numbered thousands of the traveling public. 

The messages are sent by the Morse 
method of indicating letters by greater or 
less intervals between the clicks of the 
sounder, but they are received by the tele- 
phone appliance, which permits the signals 
to be heard without interference by the noise 
of the moving train. Already the inventors 
have demonstrated their ability to convey the 
signals through an air space of 580 feet, and 
it is thought not improbable that ere long the 
limit will be increased to half a mile. Per- 
haps it may be a good while before this dis- 
tance is much exceeded, but it is far from 
being among the impossibilities of the 
future that the electrical impulse can be 
sent through leagues instead of feet. 
Perhaps also the water as well 
as the land will yet be employed 
to form a ground connection, and in that 
ease the sending of messages to ships on the 
ocean would be no more strange or uncom- 
mon than will be witnessed a few years 
hence with regard to moving trains. Still 
another step forward into the domain of 
the at present unattainable, and our successors 
on this earth may find themselves placed in 
communication with the inhabitants of other 
spheres, exchanging ideas and facts with the 
people on far distant Neptune, and perhaps 
even signaling out to the domain of the fixed 
stars. Who can essay, after witnessing the 
progress of the last few years, to set bounds 
to the possibilities of the future?

There is good reason to believe not only 
that the Italian astronomer is mistaken, if, 
indeed, any one has made such a statement, 
but that the present generation of earth 
astronomers are not likely to achieve the 
ability to recognize any signals that might be 
made by the inhabitants of Mars. The best 
telescope now existing or in process of con- 
struction would not permit us to make out with 
certainty the existence of any object on his 
surface that is less than about six miles in 
breadth. Such an object would be a mere 
line in our best teleseopes to the most acute 
observer, even when the planet is in the 
position mast favorable for being observed 
by the inhabitants of earth. A circle of 
much less than six miles in diameter would 
be an unrecognizable point. It the Italian 
astronomer or his friends ‘would be kind 
enough to communicate.a knowledge of this 
fact to our Martial neighbors it might save 
the latter a good deal of useless trouble. 
They would give it up as a bad job, at least 
for the present.

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SPECULATIVE DEALS ON ’CHANGE. 

The full text of the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the ease of Higgins 
& Gilbert vs. McCrea shews that the sum- 
maries of the ruling sent by telegraph were 
misleading. in several important respects. 
The court did not sustain the contract for 
pork and lard for future delivery, but barred 
the defendant for gambling and held that the 
alleged substitution of contracts under the 
Board of Trade rules was not an actual or 
legal substitution but only a fietion and a 
form of illegal speculations in futures.“ 
The Judges say: In fact there was ne sub- 
stitution. No contracts were designated to 
take the place of those canceled.” The 
court speaks further of the alleged substitu- 
tion of contracts as only a mental opera- 
tion and not a reality. In the opinion of 
the court the parties simply pretended to sub- 
stitute one contract for another, the real pur- 
pose being not to buy or deliver the pork 
and lard but to gamble on changes in the 
market price. The court did not, of course, 
intend to apply this rule to all dealings in 
futures.“ but it would seem that the de- 
cision will require a change in the methods 
of such transactions and may lead to much 
controversy over past contracts. 

It can hardly be that the Supreme Court 
intended to lay down as broad a rule as the 
language in some parts of the opinion ap- 
pears to imply. Despite the conflicting testi- 
mony in the case, it was clear that the 
plaintiffs, Chicago commission merchants, 
actually purchased the property ordered and 
held it until the time for delivery, when, as 
the defendant failed to pay for it or give di- 
rections tor ite disposition, it was sold on the 
exchange of the Board ot Trade and the pro- 
ceeds applied to his credit. The rules of the 
board clearly provide for such a substitution 
of contracts, and the transactions are known 
as ‘‘ ringing up” or taking the trades them- 
selves.” Rule 26 of the board is as follows:

Some persons construe the Supreme 


decision as invalidating nearly all the Board 
of Trade dealing under Rule 26, but it is 
searcely possible that the Judges intended to 
announce any such doctrine. Their reason- 
ing was directed entirely to the © facts of the 
ease under consideration, and the conclusion 


reached was that the _ failed to comply 
with the rale of the of Trade rather 
than that the rule itself was invalid, The 
decision certainly shows the importance of 
designating clearly all substituted contracts, 
and it may be necessary to revise the Board 
of Trade rules so as te secure this result with 
greater certainty in the future; but there is 
nothing in the decision opposed to the doc- 
trine heretofore laid down by the Supreme 
Court of this State, that contracts for future 
delivery are valid and that a person who 
employs another to act for bim at a particu- 
lar place or market must be taken as intend- 
ing that the business will be done according 
to the usage or custom of that place or mar- 
ket.” The ruling in the Higgins & Gilbert 
ease takes away all pretense of legality from 
“ bucket-shop” operations, but sustains con- 
tracts for future delivery when performed ac- 
eording to the present rules of the Board of 
Trade and proved by clear evidence showing 
an actual substitution of contracts.

As for sales under 
legal forms, experience shows that those made 
by order ot court are well attended on the idea 
that the property must be sold at some price 
and that, therefore, bargains are to be picked 
up, while mortgagee sales do not attract many 
people 


The Dearborn Street Railway Scheme. 

Some of the streot-railway people are con- 
siderably exercised over the announcement of 
the project for a line on Dearborn street, to 
be controlled by the abuiters. Existing com- 
panies have had aneye on that thoroughfare 
for some time, and they fear that they would 
not have things theif own way to a sufficient 
degree if.they were dependent on another con- 
cern for their privileges. Persons interested 
in the scheme say, however, that it is for their 
interest to make the-vée of their tracks by the 
other compauies as eusy as possibie. Their in- 
verest in the real estate aloug the street would 
be much greater tnan iu the raiirond property, 
and the more people carried. to the street by 
the cars. the more valuable will their 
realty de. . To illustrate: A man owns 
twenty-five feet front and be gets under the 
allotment of stock five shares of a par vaiue 
of $250. His land und building are wortn 
$100,000. He would be saving at the spigot 
and wasting at the dune if be charged ex- 
orbitant rates to the companies leasing the 
privileres of the tracks;for that would keep 
travel off the street and be au injury to the 
real estate, It has been suggested by a repre- 
sentative of one of the new companies that if 
all the lines were admitted to the use of the 
tracks one of the larger ones micht run its 
cars so siowly at times as to impede the movec- 
meuts of the cars belong to the new and 
weaker companies, This, u is thought, can be 
prevented, by requiring all to run at a fixed 
rate of speed. 


How a Cebit Views the Situation. 

“It looks very much as if we were going to 
have even a closer season than last.“ said an 
old-time coutractor at the Butiders & Traders’ 
Exchange yesterday in the course of a con- 
versation with reference to the prospects of 
contractors for the year. “I'll bet,“ con- 
tinued he, “that there has never been a year 
in Chicago when mason and general contract- 
ore made as little money as they did last. A few 
fel.ows got good jobs, ef course, but I tell you 
tne rank and file fared poorly, and I don’t 
think this year will show an improvement. 
Now I'm biessed if I think I'm such an awful 
bad figurer; but I can’t get u jobto save me. 
How a wan can make anything out of some of 
the jobs I have figured I'd like to know. He is 

of ao art I -baven’t learned if he can 

get a profit out of figures less than I gave. 
The trouble is owuers are coming to want 
too mueb for their money, and too many arch. 
tects are taking too much pains to humor such 
clieuts, and as a mutter of course the con- 
tractor is the man who is called upon to st we 
the expense. The owner visits an architect, 
and, al ter giving him his ideas regardimg the 
house be wants, names the amountof money 
that can be expended; sud it is most likely be 
demands of the architect that he shall coa- 
struct him a $15,090 house for $10,000. Such a 
client is not to be igtiored, and the architect 
sets out to fill the order, Thé contractors are 
summoned and are warned that if the estimate 
woes over a certain figure the structure will 
not be reared. We fellows follow in the foot- 
steps of the architect and deliberately cut 
each oth@r's throats by figuring toa point 
where there is no profit, no matter who gets it, 
providing the work is done according to p.ans 
and specifications. This condition of affairs.is 
much more widespréad than outsiders would 
believe. I don't think building over bas been 
or ever cau be done cheaper than we have 
been doing it for the inst year or two, 

“ As 1 
year. Even now I see good workmen walking 
the streets with nothing todo. These expert 
men shogid. command good wages, but so 
many confractors have staul-inargin jobs and 
— can't afford to hire any but cheap men. 
Of course it will be denied um every band that 
various scales of wages arc paid, bat I know 
better. Contractors are obliged to get just as 
cheap work as they cah when they do work 
cheap, and it will take a ¢ipse guard to keep 
them up to rexuiar wages when they can find 
men who will work for less. This cheap work 
will make more building, no doubt, but I will 
be very much surprised. .it. contractors gener- 
ally come out better than iast year.’

DESTINATIONS OF THE RAGES. 

**The best grades of paper and rags are sent 
to Eastern paper-mills, where they are made 
up into writing paper. In other cases u rag 
picking family will assort the stuff that they 
gather and sell the different grades separate'y. 
Tney realize a trifle more in this way. We have 
girls employed — rags and paper, pay- 
ing them 18 cents a hundred pounds for paper 
and 20 cents a hundred for rage. Woolen rags 
are made into shoddy and converted into cloth 
again, but the generality of rags is made into 
paper of all sorts.” 

In an establishment on Randolph street a 
volubie and oleaginous female of the 
Hebrew persuasion sat on a soup-box 
and directed a force of twenty or 
more men and women, boys and girls, who 
waliowed in paper and rags of every descrip- 
tion but of a uniform degree of dirt and un- 
savoriness.

SAM JONES’ EARNEST APPEAL TO THE 
DAUGHTERS OF CHICAGO. 


The Company, Books, and Entertainments 
They Should Shun, and the Class of 
Young Men They Should Marry—Much 
Advice That Sensible Young Women Will 
Be Glad to Follow.

Among the announce- 
ments was one to the effect that Sam Small 
would conduct an overflow meeting this even- 
ing at Trinity Metbodist Church, Indiana ave- 
nue, near Twenty-fourth street. After the 
collection, which was taken up by the women 
themselves, Mr. Jones stepped forward and 
spoke in substance as follows: 

This is the last series of services to women 
only, and is heid specially in the interest of 
daughters. lam glad to see such a vast num- 
ber of you present this morning. There is 
quite a difference between the face of this con- 
gregation and that of the congregation here 
Thursday morning. A large majority of this 
vast audience of women are young ladies— 
giris—and I trust that this service may be prof- 
itable to you all, for, after all, a young lady is 
nothing more nor less than a young-old lady. 
and you will find sooner or later that your hair 
will begin to silver like mother’s or erandmoth- 
er's. O, how short the step is from young 
wowanbood to gray hairs! All these pleasant 
scenes and pleasant associations of your girl- 
hood days will soon be in existence only in 

memory. “Life is real, fe is earuest, and 
let vs meet it and prepare for it. 

I bave selected a verse because I know of no 
verse in the Scripture from which we may 
get more practical truth, and that is 
what we want. I can talk much more 
freely te you daughters than I could to mothers 
and wives. You are not as old in trickery as a 
bead of them. ([Laughter.| And maybe I can 
impress you and influence you for good. When 
] spoke of wives and mothers in that sense 1 
didn’t mean all, but just some of them, and 
you all know what I mean. 

But watch thou in all things, endure affliction, do 
the work of an evangelist, make full proof of thy 
ministry. 

A young lady ought not only to be careful 
about ber gir! associates, but about the young 
men she admits to her parlor and that she gets 
into a catriage with and rides to en entertain- 
ment. Ibdelieve the best way to go to an en- 
tainment is not to go at all. |Laugbter.| But 
if nothing else will do you, if you must go or 
die (and with some of yo is pretty near in 
that shape), I say be vigilant as to whose com- 
pany you accept, and, secondly, be vigilant as 
to who shall have your company at the entertain- 
ment. Take a young man whois what we migbt 
dewomipate a society young man—lI reckon 
there are afew of tnem in Chicago; I never 
saw a city that didn’t have a few society young 
men—and he bas two characteristics. He is 
doubly perfumed.

THE SCANDINAVIANS. 


A MOST DESIRABLE COMPONENT PART 
OF CHICAGO'S POPULATION, 


A Well-Educated, Thrifty Race of People, 
Who by Industry and Careful Manage- 
ment Enjoy a Condition of General 


Prosperity — Their Religion, Politics, 
Musical Tastes, and Other Notable Char- 


acteristics. 

There is an irrepressible tendency on the 
part of every foreign nationality to ciaim for 
themselves a larger population in Chicago than 
they are really entitled to. There is no excep- 
tion to the general rule, The Scandinavians 
are, perbaps, the most modest. The school 
census gives them about 48,000, they only 
claim about 55,000, and some of them are 
modest enough to put it at 50,000. Including 
the large Swedish population of South Chicago, 
the Towns of Lake, Lake View, and Jef- 
ferson, there are probably about 60,000 all told. 
They are located. in nearly every ward of the 
city. The Swedes are mostly confined to the 
Seventeenth, Fourteenth, Fifth, and Sixth 
Wards, The Danes are nearly all located in 
the Ninth Ward. The Norwegians are rather 
migratory. Theyare probably the most pro- 
gressive of the three nationalities. When 
they first came to Chicago they settled along 
the North Branch, but as they began to ac 
quire wealth they moved into the Four- 
teenth and the western portion of the 
Twelfth and Eleventh Wards around 
Humboldt and Wicker Parks. The first 
Scandinavian emigration to Chicago com- 
menced about 1850, and was mostly from Nor- 
way. The Swedes followed a few yeark after. 
The first Scandinavian emigration to America 
was of course to Delaware and New Jersey, 
and those who followed many years later 
sought their kin in those States and in Pean- 
sylvania. Illinois now has the largest Scan- 
dinavian population of any of the States, 
They are located largely in Bureau, McHenry, 
Kankakee, Rock Island, Joe Daviess, Living- 
stone, Logan, Will, and Grundy Counties. Next 
to Illinois, Minnesota, and Nebraska, Wisconsin 
and Dakota have the largest Scandinavian 
population. There are extensive settlements 
also in Texas, Kansas, and Iowa. The tendency 
is northward, however. 

WHO THE IMMIGRANTS ARB. 

Nearly all the peasant immigrants take to 
agricultural pursuits. They avoid the cities 
as much as possible. Thousands of them who 
are too poor to buy lands settle in the cities 
temporarily for the purpose of acquiring 
enough money to invest in farms. As 
soon as they have scraped enough 
together to buy a team, a wayon, 
and a plow they leave the cities and 
go on whe land, or into the lumbermg regions. 
The Scandinavian population of Wisconsin is 
very largely occupied in the iumbering indus- 
try. It is probable that one-balf of the lake 
captains of Chicago are Scandinavians, and 20 
per cent of the seamen perhaps belong to the 
same nationality. The Norwegians in a special 
manner take kindly to lake navigation, They 
have done so since the days of the vikings. 
The coast line of Norway is so extensive and 
so indentea with bays and iniets tam nearly 
every person living 19 the country is necessa- 
rily more or less of a sailor. The Norwegians 
have practically a monopoly of the scandina- 
Vian shipping trade as a result. They rapidly | 
acquire wealtu bere in this line. The Swedes 
are more mechanical and less sailor-like than 
either Norwegians or Danes. They are most- 
lyin the wood working lineAcabinetmakers, 
carpenters, boat-builders. There are many 
blacksmiths, machinists, patternmakers, flor- 
ists, gardeners, teamsters, and engravers. 
Aaa rule these people strike out early in life 
for themselves. They set up their own shops, 
and are therefore independent. A mechanic's 
daily wages is thought too small by the aver- 
age Scandinavian. The Danes here 
are not numerous, and they are mostly in the 
tobacco manufacturing line. There are com- 
paratively few in the saloon business. Con- 
trary to avery prevalent idea the Scandina- 
viaus are not hard drinkers. The impression 
originated probably in the accounts of the 
Swedish Brandy-King and the stories of the 
tippling customs in the northern part of the 
Scandinavian peninsula, where the weather is 
so cold at times that stimulants are almost a 
nesessity. The Scandinavian element in the 
professions is quite large. They almost monop- 
olize the land surveying and dreughtsemen 
professions. There are quite a number of 
lawyers and doctors among them, and the real- 
estate, insurance, banking, and kindred busi- 
nesses attract them numerously. 

EDUCATION, 

They are probably the beet educated people 
of Europe taken as awhole. Since 1828 school 
attendance in Norway and Sweden has been 
compulsory, and the system has been carried 
to a high degree of perfection.‘ The 
high schools are far supefior to our 
own, it is claimed. They have 
discarded to a great extent the Jead-language 
study. French and German are the favorit 
linguistic studies. The royal family of Swe- 
den, the descendants of Bernadotte, are French, 
and have been disposed to fayor the Gallic 
tongue in the schools. They do not seem so 
disposed of late to favor the German. The 
seizure of Schleswig- Hölstein affected their 
feeling for Germany to a certain extent. There 
is a very determined hostile feeling on the part 
of the Danes towards the Germans. The schoois 
ot Norway, though itis the subject country, 
are said to be better than those of Sweden; 
and it is acurious fact, though the Norwegians 
of Chicago are less in number than the Swedes 
by about 5,000, they are probably the most in- 
fluential, because of their superior intelli- 
gence. The Scandinavian daily paper pub- 
lished here is controlled by the Norwegians, 
and of course circulates most among them. 
There are two weekly papers—the Hemlandet 
and the Svenska nen —and au excellent 
monthly mag S a The chil- 
dren of the Scandinavians born bere inherit a 
love for learning. They all attend the public 
schools, and a large proportion pass through 
the high schools. Many of the young women 
become teachers in the grammar schools. 
Their literary and social societies are quite 
numerous. The church is also conducted on 
a semi-educational basis. It is bardly an exag- 
geration to say that, take the Scandinavians as 
a class, they are the most intelligent of all the 
foreign nationalities. 


RELIGION. 

They are a devotedly religious people. Most 
of them are Lutherans, though quite a respect- 
able number are Methodists, Baptists, and 
Episcopalians. Men and women are all church- 
goers. The women do not limit their exercise 
of worship to the Sunday. Wednesdays and 
Fridays are devotional days with them. On 
streets leading to the Lutheran churches 
streams of women can be seen every Wednes- 
day and Friday during the Lenten season 
wending their way to the house of worship. 
There are seven Lutheran churches of tne 
Augustana Synod in Chicago and vicinity, there 
are three Lutheran churches of the Order of 
the Mission Friends, three Methodist, two Bap- 
tist, and one Episcopal church. There are not 
half a dozen Catholic Scandinavians in the city. 
That a population of 50,000 should have estab- 
lished sixteen churches here speaks well for 
their religious zeal. They carry their devo- 
tional spirit into the affairs of politics and busi- 
ness. Being Protestants, they naturally 
assimilate with the native population and inter- 
marriages are frequent. This is especially the 
case with the wealthy and well-to-do Scandina- 
vians and domestic giris. It may be remarked 
in this connection, too, that the domesties are 
drawn almost entirely from the emigrant 
Swedish population, The young people who 
are reared and educated here look for a bigher 
ciass of work. There has been a considerable 
falling off recently in the Scandinavian im mi- 
gration, and it is probable that the supply ot 
Scandinavian domestics, who are much sought 
after on account ot their honesty, industry, 
and capacity, will be limited. This will 
be a matter of regret to many 
bousekeepers, The domestics are quite as re- 
ligiously disposed as the bousekeepers, but 
they never permit their religious zeal to inter- 
fere with their duty to their employers. There 
are very few Scandinavian freethinkers, and 
hardly any Socialists. Unbelief does not

Concerts are frequent, and a very large pro- 
portion of the people are practical musicians. 
singing societies connected with the 
churches are very perfect in their appoint- 
ments. Their newspapers published here 
abound in advertisements of various musical 
instruments, the piano, of course, having the 
preference, althougu the organ and violin are 
also great favorits. The young Scandinavians 
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with them are not in 
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much favor, probably owing to church oppo- 

| sition, but there are many amateur societies. 
LITERATURE AND SCIENCE. 

The Scandinavians have a very extensive lit- 


Swedish University at Upsal is probably un- 
surpassed as a great scientific school, Lin- 
nus stands without many peers in the line of 
scientific research. The principal Norwegian 
university is at Christiania. The University of 
Copenhagen has a world-wide reputation. The 
Chicago Scandinavians cherish their literature. 
Nearly every Scandinavian house has its little 
library. Some of them have quite extensive 
ones, The Scandmavian publishing bouses in 
Chicago do a very extensive and table 
business, particularly in the religious literature 
line. Their papers are widely circulaud and 
are most creditably conducted. The literary 
eloment of the local population is creditably 
large and general. 


POLITICS. 


The Swedes and Norwegians are almost toa 
man Republicans. The Danes, probably 
ow to the influence of Mr. John 
Garrick, a veteran Democrat, are somewhat 
disposed to be Democratic. Nearly all are 

conscientious citizens. They will sacri- 

ce a great deal for principle. They attend to 
their political duties. All of them become 
citizens and exercise their rights as such, 
and they are exceedingly jealous of their privi- 
leges. Durmg the last two weeks they bave 
done good work in helping to purify the regis- 
tries in getting the names of those entitled to 
vote on the ing-lists. The registra- 
tion in the Fourteenth and Seventeenth Wards 
was largely due to the exertions of leading 
Scandinavian citizens. They are represent- 
ed in the various departments of the 
city and county h 
and earnest men. 
ever mixed up in a questionable political 
transaction or in schemes of jobbery. O0cca- 
siunally there is a black sheep, but the seexcep- 
tions prove the rule. One rarely or ever finds 
a Scandinavian name in a list of questionable 
voters. Men like Col. Matson, John Enander, 
and others reflect honor as public men on a 
race of thrifty, industrious citizens, 


SOCIAL PROGRESS AND MATERIAL PROSB- 
PERITY. 

The Scandinavians here have accumulated a 
large amount of wealth. They are frugal and 
progressive. The average Scandinavian me- 
chanic who is married usually owns his own 
home. They are provident, and do not as a 
rule marry until they have accumulated some 
property. Asarule they do not go into dis- 
tinctively Soandinavian building societies. 
They go into societies with fellow-citizens of 
other nationalities. There is a marked indi- 
viduality among them. They invest their 
money as they earn it, and make profit by 
turning it over many times. The money they 
make here usually remains here, any which is 
sent to the old country being to pay the pas- 
sage of some relative. As a rule the imm 
grants are self-reliant, however. There 
are not many of m who come 
here penniless. The peasant proprietary 
system prevails all through Scandina- 
via. Men and woman bring with them 
pretty extensive wardrobes, and some bring by 
no means lean purses. Their houses are sub- 
stantial, roomy, clean, and well furnished. 
The principal Scandinavian settiements in the 
city are well built. Tais is especially true of 
the Norwegian settlement in the Fourteenth 
Ward anc the settlement around Wentworth 
avenue in the Fifth and Fourth Wards. Proba- 
bly more than half the fine stone buildings and 
residences in the region between State and 
Portiand avenues in the Fifth and Fourth 
Wards have been erected by Scandinavians, 
who have accumulated the money put into 
them during the last ten yeara. The most 
prosperous Scandinavian quarter is in the 
Fourteenth Ward, however. around Wicker 
Park. The Norwegians who have prospered in 
other but less desirable residence neighbor- 
hoods are moving out into that quarter to a 
very great extent. The Scandinavian settle- 
ments in the Seventeenth and Tenth Wards 
are, as a consequence, diminishing. The re- 
movals are very largely in the interest of their 
families. The Goose Island and Randolph 
street surroundings are not conduciveto a 
healthy social growth. Scandinavian parents 
freely admit that some of the young men reared 
in these quarters of the city are not the very 
best citizens or most dutifulsons. They are 
largely the victims, however, ot their vicious 
surroundings. The migration from the Scen- 
dinavian settiement of the Seventeenth Ward is 
almost all to Lake View nowadays. The Stock- 
holm settiement in the westend of the Sixth 
Ward has grown at the expense of the Tenth 
Ward settlement. It is the creation of the 
building societies there. The houses are ali 
laree, but are not as tasteful or as well built as 
those along Wentworth avenue, Dearborn 
street, and Milwaukee avenue. There is no at- 
tempt at architectural beauty, and they don’t 
differ from the structures put up by the Bohe- 
mians and Poles in the vicinity. 


THE AMERICANIZING PROCESS. 

There isa growing tendency among these 
people not to confine themselves to any one 
locality. They are scattering. Wherever 
there is a settlement it is largely due to the 
location of achureh orof some inaustry in 
which the Scandinavians excel—as in sailor 
craft, furniture making, and the iumber in- 
dustry. The statistics of the school census 
show this general tendency. There are more 
than 1,000 Scandinavians in the Fourth Ward, 
8,483 in the Eleventh, 1,697 in tne Thirteenth, 
1.400 in the Sixteenth, and more than 
1.500 in the Eighteenth Ward. This tend- 
ency to ecatier is hardly confined to any one 
nationality. It is a result of the rapid Awer- 
icanization of the foreign-born population. 
The migratory spirit grows year after year. 
The tendency, too, is towards a more liberal 
style of living and thought. There are few 
complaints concerning crowding in the Scandi- 
navian region, and the health authorities are 
little bothered by them. The Scandinavian 
home is neatiy kept. There is usually ample 
room for the family. The furnishing is not 
expensive, but it is not tawdry. The floors of 
the best rooms are well carpeted, and the cur- 
tain decorations are conspicuously showy. 
There is a general air of taste and of the culti- 
vated refinement belonging to a well-educated 
and religious people. 

ESTIMATED WEALTH. 

It is almost impossible to obtain anything 
like a fair estimate of the wealth of the Scandi- 
navian element. Some place it at 850,000. 
000, while others go still higher. Many of these 
people are quoted as worth bigh up in the hun- 
dreds of thousands. The proportion of proper- 
ty-Owners among the housebolders is placed 
at about 80 per cent. This is hard- 
ly an exaggeration. The renters are not 
numerous. Take the Scandinavian population 
all in all they are a sober, industrious, frugal 
people. They are contributing their fuli pro- 
portion to the building up of Chicago and to 
ite better government. A consideration that 
should not be lost sight of is that as they 
mingle with the American people they will 
contribute not a little toa better physica) de- 
velopment of the Nation. They are a large- 
boned, stalwart race. Their mingling with the 
Scotch and Yorkshire men has had much to do 
with tne physical strength and material pros- 
perity of these people. They will contribute 
in America as weil. The estimated Scandina- 
vian population of the United States, including 
children of Scandinavians born here, is 600,000. 


GONE WITH THE BANK’S MONEY. 


Flight of C. P. Mathewson, President of 
the First National of Norfolk, Neb., and a 
Prominent Politician, with $18,000. 
FREMONT, Neb., March 20.—|Special.}—It has 

been learned tonight and for the first time 

made public that C. P. Mathewson, President 
of the First National Bank of Norfolk, bas sud- 
deuly and unexpectedly left the country owing 
the bank $18,000. Monday he left home for 

Omaha, but did not return as expected. 

Thursday his wife received a letter from him, 

written in Chicago, saying that he did not ex- 

pect to return and would never see her again. 

The bank took immediate steps to secure his 

indebted ness to it, and it is thought the prop- 

erty attached will cover it all Mathewson is a 

man well known throughout Nebraska. For 

the last ten years he has been an active poii- 
tician and bas held important places of trust, 
among them that of Speaker of the House of 

Representatives of the State Legislature. He 

bas also been a scanding candidate for Govern- 

or and Congressman. He was considered one 
of Norfolk's best business-men and moved in 
the best society. The cause for his action is

Every great city nas 

its quarter where the rag-tag-and-bobtail of 

the populace congregate every night in pur 

suit of what they for some reason regard as 

pleasure. New York has its Five Points, Lon- 

don its Seven Dials, while Chicago rejoices in 

the possession of a locality unpopularly known 

as “The Levee.” Webster's Dictionary de- 

fines levee as “a morning assembly of vis- 

itors,”” in contradistinction to “soirée.” If 

this be the significance of the term its ap- 

plication to the locality in question 

is scarcely appropriate; for the 

assemblies of visitors here are exclusively in 

the evening, unless the hypothesis is accepted 

that the orgies are continued till broad day- 

light. Here is a place that Emile Zola would 

de:ight to visit, poking his pointed pen into 

barrels of human garbage and anatomizing the 

moral system of the slums. The French apos- 

tle of realistic fiction would find abundant 
material to his liking bere. 

THE DIVIDING LINE. 

The line that divides the Levee from the 
bandsome business blocks of State street may 
be drawn in the neighborhood of Van Buren 
street,though the character of the thoroughfare 
changes quite gradually. Passing the brilliant 
show-windows ‘of State street bazaars, one 
finds the number of saloons increasing until 
there seems to be no other line of business 
represented, except an occasional cheap eat- 
ing-house or loan office, to break the monoto- 
ny. If one cares to observe life on its seamy 
side, here is the field. Soon after nightfail 
the saloons and concert-halis are in full blast, 
the dingy gaslight of the humbler resorts. 
reflecting into the street and mingling 
with the electric lights of the more pretentious 
places, and the airis filled with a Babei of 
sound produced by divers pianos and violins 
and numerous strident female voices strug- 
giing with popular songs of the day. The name 
of these concert dives is legion, and ali seem to 
do a thriving business. 

THE AVERAGE DRINKING DEN. 

The outfit for an establishment of this kind 
is neither costiy nor elaborate. A bare room 
of any size will do to begin with. Erect a 
counter at the further extremity; supply the 


shelves benind it with a few decanters and 
giasses, furnish with plain deal tabies and com- 
mon wooden chairs, lay in a few kegs of beer, 
sprinkie the floor with sawdust, and you have 
a concert-hall ready for business. For live 
stock, the first requisit is a bartender, who 
must be a versatile fellow, ble of mixmg 
drinks witb a deft band, and, fh case of emer- 
gency, able by force of arms to clear the 
place of obstreperous customers and to 
wreak vengeance upon impecunious delin- 
quents. The barkeeper is an oracle in Levee’”’ 
society. His principal visible article of 
wearing-apparel isa huge apron, originally 
white, but now aseuming a brunet complexion. 
His scarf-pin is a very fair imitation of a dia- 
mond, of asize large enough to make the 
Koninoor pale ite ineffectual fires. He is 


one of the plug-ugly genus, and prides him- 
self on bis ability to down any one o' de 
gang.“ while his skill in pouring liquor from 
one glass into another, held at arm’s length, 
equals the feats of the average prestidigitator. 
The alleged music of the establishment is eas- 
ily procured, and the performers vary from 
the versatile vocalist who accompanies himself 
on the piano and the youthful negro who picks 
out jigs laboriously on the banjo to the orches- 
tra of five or six musicians and the serio-comic 
singers who intersperse the instrumental 
numbers, The serio-comic singer, with her 
lively songs so painfully serio, ana her pathe t- 
ic ballads so bighly comic, is sometimes young 
and pretty, but as a rule she is neither. She 
wears an abbreviated skirt, and is not averse 
to a lavish display of her arms and neck to the 
admiring gaze of her audience. She mounts 
the stage with a business-like air and launches 
into a vocal narrative to the effect that: 
Twas at a fancy ball last night 
1 was the fairest belle; 
Among the nice young fellers was 
An eighteen-carat swell.

It is a barn-like room, furnished 
with sawdust, tables, and chairs, and here the 
old minstrel] passes the greater part of the day 
and night manipulating his fiddle with skill and 
energy, while a rattling accompaniment is 
banged upon the adjacent piano. Emmett is 
nearly 70 years oid, and it seems sad that a 
man o in his day contributed so mucb to the 
enjoyment of others sbould in his old age be 
obliged to adopt such work to earn his 
bread and butter and his night's iodg- 
ing, but there he sits day after day and 
night after night, sawimg out negro melodies 
and dance tunes, bis gray head keeping time to 
the music, and an expression of patient weari- 


ness on his kindly old face. “And here,” be 
said last night, here I shall probably stay 
and fiddle until they put me in a box.“ 


ALD. APPLETON’S PLACE. 
Ald. Appleton’s place, on the corner of State 
and Polk streets, is a model institution which 
is always doing a prosperous business. The 
walis are decorated with photographs of 
sporting characters and burlesque actresses, 
while in rear ot the saloon 
are cozy little rooms for private parties. Over 
the entrance to these sanctums hangs a four- 
oar shell christened by the title Our Carter, 
and fittingly illustrating the dignity of the ad- 
ministration. Just over the way is a theatre 
where “scrapping matches are trequently 
indulged in to the delight of crowded 
audiences. Some evenmgs ago two local 
worthies fought several rounds with hard 
gloves. The fight was a mere exhibition of 
“slugging,” little science being displayed by 
either contestant. One of the contestants, a 
red-haired fellow and the lighter weight of 
the two, was wmercilesiy pommeled. His 
face looked like a higbly-cojlored war map and 
his gore lent a sanguinary hue to the scanty 
raiment of the twain. The fight was witnessed 
by a great crowd, including all sorts of people— 
from the bediamonded gambler up to the 
street arab. Adjoining this theatre is an ex- 
hibition of paintings and photographs of a cer- 
tain sort, but art does not seem to pay on the 
Levee, as the place is sparsely patronized. 
THE SURROUNDINGS. 

The shooting-alleries in the neighborhood 
flourish. In them we may have the privilege, 
on payment of five cents, of shooting at the 
figure of Lydia Thompson clad in tights, or at 
a mounted pasteboard Indian brave swinging 
to and fro like a pendulum. When a marks- 
man succeeds in hitting the target, the pro- 
prietor gets even with bim by giving him two 
cigars, which he who smokes may never smile 
again. The street-corner exhorter is the fellow 
least patronized in the neighborhood. He is 
there, but he is usually neglected save when 
several gamins idly gather around, rewarding 
his flights of eloquence by such expletives as 
“rate” and * chestnuts,” 


The restaurants are quite numerous, and in 
their windows may be seen large supplies of 
empty fruit-cans, pallid pies, and degenerate 
doughnuts, The prices are reasonable, and 
competition seems active, for a caterer here 
cannot hope to attract custom unless be can 
arrange to give soup, roast, two vegetables, 
pie, and coffee for 15 cents. In one basement 
this reasonable figure is shaded to 12 cents, 
while four doughnuts and a cup of coffee retail 
for five cents. For lodging places there are 
many hotels,“ generally two-story frame 
structures, dignified by high-sounding tities 
and displaying a — | with the legend 
“single beds 100 emb thereon.

There 
is a rumor of a third ticket, which is to be put in 
the field by Republicans who are opposed to 
drawing party lines. 


Hyde Park. 

There was a narrow escape from loss of 
human life Thursday night at the South Chicago 
milis.of the North Chicago Rolling-Mills Com- 
pany. Nearly sixty feet of the “ bosh casing” 
of furnace No. 6 were blown out, and a large 
stream of the molten metal came rusbing out 
of the breach in che wall of the furnace. A 
heavy piece of cast-iron was thrown nearly 
fifty feet, and about twenty feet of steam- 
piping was carried away by the missile. The 
explosion made a loud report, and people in 
the vicinity of the mills flocked to the gates. 
No one was injured, and by prompt and skill- 
ful action any serious damage to the mill was 
avoided. It is supposed that the molten metal 
forced ite way through the brickwork of the 
furnace until it came in contact with the water- 
jacket, when an explosion naturally followed.

The first five should 
give credentials to the delegation, without 
which it would not be admitted to the conven- 
tion. The Secretary, E. T. Martin, Wildwood, 
should be notified by Tuesday of the entire 
delegation from each district. 

The convention was set for Saturday, March 
27, at 2 o'clock p. m., at Rosalie Music-Hall, 
South Park, the only bail at all centraliy lo- 
cated that would hold the. convention, there 
being 240 delegates.
